WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(/) 
Battle casualties in the United 
States armed forces thus far re- 
ported to next of kin have reached 
a total of 299,474. 

Acting Secretary of War Mc- 
Cloy today listed Army casualties 
of 244,775 from the start of the 
war until July 29. Navy, Marine 
and Coast Guard casualties total- 
ing 54,699 were announced by the 
Navy. 

Of the Army total, 45,491 were 
killed, 113,977 were wounded 
(57,956 of the wounded have re- 
covered. and returned to duty), 
42,102 are missing, and 43,205 
are officially reported prisoners 
of the enemy. 

Army casualties in Normandy, 
from 4-Day through August 6, 
amounted to 112,673, with 16,434 
killed, 76,535 wounded, and 19,- 
704 missing. The Normandy fig- 
ure included one week’s casual- 
ties, not broken down, which 


Army casualties. 

Navy casualties alone totaled 
34,414, with the Marines report- 
ing 19,530 and the Coast Guard 
755. For the three Naval serv- 
ices, the total of dead was 22,- 
665; wounded 17,819; missing 
9,746 and prisoners of war 4,469. 

The Army total of casualties 
was an increase of 26,302 over the 
latest previous report, made Au- 
gust 3, of 218,473. The Navy 
total increased 2,828 from 51,871.

Signed by all members of the 
police committee, all of whom are 
appointees of Hartsfield, the pro- 
posed ordinance bears the signa- 
tures of the entire committee— 
Alderman Ed A. Gilliam and Les- 
ter R. Brewer, and Councilmen 
Cecil Hester, J. Allen Couch and 
John T. Marler. Only the name 
of the mayor, who is ex-officio 
member of the committee, is miss- 
ing from the measure. 

An effort was made to hike Mc- 
Kibben’s pay at council’s last 
meeting but was ruled out of or- 
der because it failed to comply 
with a charter stipulation that all 
salary raises must originate either 
in January or July. The reclassi- 
fication was the result of the ear- 
lier failure. 

Mayor Hartsfield vetoed about 
two weeks ago a resolution to hike 
the salary of Assistant Chief G. 
Neal Ellis from $290 monthly to 
$350, and when a group of re- 
classifications, which he also ve- 
toed, were on his desk, he issued 
a warning to the personnel board 
that it must be vigilant lest re- 
classification be used as an ex- 
cuse to obtain increases in com- 
pensation. 

Attitude of the personnel board 
on the proposal was unnknown 
yesterday, since two members— 
J. P. Allen and William Kemp— 
are out of the city. It is expected 
that it will be considered at a 
meeting of the board, probably 
September 1. 


Wavell Rejects 
Gandhi Parley 


NEW DELHI, Friday, Aug. 18. 
UP)}—Field Marshal Lord Wavell, 
the viceroy of India, has rejected 
a request for an interview by Mo- 
handas K. Gandhi, who offered to 
urge full Nationalist support of 
the war effort if India be granted 
immediate independence, it was 
announced today. 

The viceroy said that because 
of their sharp differences nothing 
could be gained by such a meeting 
now, but he added that he would 
be glad to consider any ‘definite 
and constructive policy.” 

An exchange of letters between 
Lord Wavell and the aged Indian 
Nationalist leader made public to- 


day disclosed that Gandhi sought |. 


a conference July 17. 

He offered to advise the Na- 
tionalist Congress to give full sup- 
port to the war effort “if a dec- 
laration of immediate Indian in- 
cependence be made, and a na- 
tional government responsible to a 
central assembly be formed, sub- 
ject to the provision that during 
the pendency of tre war’ military’ 
operations should continue as at 
present, but without involving any 
financial burden on India.” 

The viceroy said that prelimi- 
ary work could begin now on 
framing of a new constitution, but 
that the Indians must first reach 
a “genuine agreement” among 
themselves for “a transitional gov- 
ernment established and working 
within the present constitution.” 

The British government’s posi- 
tion, the viceroy said, is the same 
as it was when Sir Stafford Cripps 
tried to reach an agreement with 
the Indians in 1942: that the offer 
of unqualified freedom after the 
war is made conditional upon the 
framing of a constitution agreed 
to by the main elements of In- 
dia’s national life and upon the 
negotiation of a treaty with Brit- 


n. 

The British view furthermore is 
that it is impossible to bring about 
a change in the constitution dur- 
ing hostilities by which a “na- 
tional government” could be made 
responsible to a central assembly, 
the viceroy said. 


Gandhi and Jinnah 


To Discuss Division 


BOMBAY, India, Aug. 17.—(?) 
Mohandas K. Gandhi and Mahom- 
ed Ali Jinnah, two of India’s fore- 
most political leaders, will meet 
Saturday to discuss a proposal to 
Partition India into separate au- 
tonomous Hindu and Moslem 
states. 

Observers say their conference, 
the first in five years, may turn 
out to be the most important event 
in the last two centuries of In- 
dian history. 

The conference is believed un- 
likely to produce a solution of the 
Hindu-Moslem problem in detail, 
but it may result in a “treaty” set- 
ting forth the broad principles for 
division of the country. It is ex- 
pected such a treaty would be in- 
dorsed by Gandhi's All-India 
Congress party. and the Moslem 
League of which Jinnah is presi: 
dent. 

Jinnah is known to want a sep- 
nrate Mosiem state which would 
be completely autonomous and 
control its own defense, finances 
and communications just like any 
othre sovereign state.

During the War Between the 
States, when Sherman’s army 
came through for the Battle of 
Kennesaw Mountain, Capt. Rob- 
ert’s mother, with other members 
of the family, took refuge on a 
plantation on the outskirts of Al- 
bany, Ga. There the boy lived for 
some years after the war before 
returning to Marietta to spend 
the best part of his youth. After 
Capt. Robert left Marietta, the 
family of the late Sen. William 
Gibbs McAdoo lived in the old 
Robert home and there Sen. Mc- 
Adoo was born. 

As young Robert grew up, he 
developed a natural bent for tech- 
nical engineering. He became one 
of Georgia’s pioneer railway engi- 
neers and builders. The result of 
hig work remains now in evidence 
in every part of the state, 
RAILROAD BUILDER 

His first venture was the Geor- 
gia-PacifiCc Railway, now the 
Southern Railway between Atlan- 
ta and Birmingham. At the con- 
clusion of this development, with 
Birmingham still a small village, 
Capt. Robert operated for severa! 
years around the Birmingham 
district, building railroads in the 
coal and iron fields of Alabama. 

On his return to Georgia, Capt. 
Robert engaged in the construc- 
tion of numerous short line rail- 
roads in many parts of the state. 
These lines now go to make up 
parts of all the principal rail sys- 
tems of the state, especially the 
Central of Georgia and the South- 
ern systems. 


One of the lines which Capt. 
Robert built is the Macon and 
Northern, running between Macon 
and Athens, now a part of the 
Central of Georgia. It was while 
constructing this line that Capt. 
Robert met and later married 
Miss Minnie Preston Newton, of 
Monticello. The old Newton home, 
originally the residence of Mrs. 
Robert’s grandparents, stil] re- 
mains as a distinguished land- 
mark of that section. 

DEATH OF HIS WIFE 


Mrs. Robert died on December 
6, 1901, leaving three sons—Law- 
rence Wood (“Chip”) Robert Jr., 
Alexander Pierce Robert and 
Francis Hulon Robert. After the 
death of the mother, the father 
undertook to rear “Chip;” while a 
grandmother reared the two 
younger boys. 

The last railway construction 
activity of Capt. Robert wag the 
development of the A. & B., rail- 
way, between Brunswick and 
Oglethorpe, in the direction of 
Birmingham. This road, afterward 
completed, and the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham & Atlantic, later known 
as the Atlanta, Birmingham & 
Coast, are now a part of the At- 
lantic Coast Liné system. ‘ 

Following his retirement in 1905 
from the railroad construction 
business, Capt. Robert engaged for 
a short time in mining operations 
in Mexico. Then, returning to 
Georgia, he engaged in real estate 
and industrial development work 
in Georgia and Alabama while his 
three sons were completing their 
courses at Georgia Tech. Then 
Cant. Robert retired. 

However, “Chip” Robert had or- 
ganized the engineering firm of 
Robert & Co., Inc., architects and 
engineers, with headquarters in 
Atlanta. So. in 1918, at the behest 


|of his son, Capt. Robert emerged 


from his retirement to become sec- 
retary of Robert & Co., a position 
which he held until his death. 
During his connéction with the 
firm, Capt. Robert saw it expnand 
from a small firm to one of the 
largest of its kind-in the United 
States. , |

ert lived at the home of his son,

Reorganization Plan 
For G. F. & A. Is Heard 


MACON, Ga., Aug. 17.—(7)— 
Federal Judge A. B. Lovett today 
heard arguments on the petition 
of Georgia, Florida & Alabama 
railroad preferred stockholders 
for reorganization of the road un- 
der federal bankruptcy laws.

In 1914-18 the Axis nations never réally felt the full hardship 
and horror of war. They felt so little of it they were willing 
again to support men who wished to conquer the world and 
impose upon it their despotic control of body and mind. 

This time we are going to march down the streets of Tokyo 
and Berlin. We have already marched in Rome and we move 
forward in Italy. | 

This time bombs have carried the full meaning of war to 
more of the peoples of the Axis nations than ever felt it before. 
But occupation must be a part of the surrender of the Axis 
nations. Anything else the American people would resent. 

In conclusion it may be well to say that. we join with the 
nation in welcoming Mr. Roosevelt safely back at Washington 
after a hazardous and important trip to the Pacific and the 
Aleutians. ; 

It is a well-known fact that he went at the insistence of 
commanders in that region who wanted him for many things, 
especially that of showing the world, including Japan-and China, 
that the many trips and conferences regarding the Western 
and Eastern fronts did not mean we considered the Pacific cam- 
paign of secondary importance. 

That his irrational critics are shouting politics was anticipated. 


The First Step 


In his order permitting manufacture of certain types of 
-consumer goods hitherto prohibited or drastically restricted 
because of the prior urgency of war production, Chairman 
Donald Nelson of the War Production Board has taken the 
first, essential step toward orderly reconversion of American 
industry to peacetime needs. 

The order, actually, cannot interfere with war production. 
It merely. permits civilian goods manufacture for plants not 
engaged in war work which can secure both the material re- 
quired and the necessary labor without handicapping any war 
program. This means that only those plants whose raw material 
is available in quantity surpassing war needs, and which are 
located in areas with a surplus of labor, will be able to take 
advantage of the new offer. 

It is, for instance, extremely unlikely that there will be 
much, if any, production of new refrigerators, stoves and similar 
items, simply because there is liftle, if any, new steel which is 
not needed for the war plants. 

However, the order is an important initial step, because it 
points the way in which the nation’s industry will, step by step, 
return to peace activities and takes the precedent-setting first 
step at a time when thcre is no definite promise of peace. 


Mr. Dewey in the News 

On two successive days now, Gevernor Thomas E. Dewey, 
Republican nominee for the presidency of the United States, 
has been in the news. 

On the first day he flatly refused to issue a Labor Day 
message to the working man. This caused the American 
Federation of Labor representative to comment that if the 
Governor was too timid even to issue a phoclamation what 
would his attitude be if elected? : 

On the next day Mr. Dewey became greatly concerned for 
fear the four nations, the United States, England, Russia and 
China, might become big bad boys and ‘coerce’ smaller nations. 
Yesterday Cordell Hull soothed Mr. Dewey’s fears by assuring 
his questioners at a press conference that coercion was néither 
planned nor anticipated. Mr. Dewey’s fears, he said, were com- 
pletely unfounded. 

Meanwhile the Gallup poll shows Mr. Dewey to be running a 
little ahead of Mr. Roosevelt. 

The Roper poll, conducted for Fortune magazine, shows Mr. 
Roosevelt well ahead, having scored a further gain over the 
one registered in July.

Only | 
the co-operation of the churchmen 
of the world can guarantee that 
justice for all. 


Only a dozen years or so ago, a 
number.of us were privileged in 
persuading the Federal Council 
of Churches, the Council of Jew- 
ish Rabbis, and the National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference to unite 
their éfforts in rectifying a great 
social injustice. State authorities 
were too prejudiced and cowardly 
to act. The joint moral voice of 
those protesting church groups 
won the day. Surely that is not 
playing politics. 


We can not bring Christ’s peace 
back to the world unless the 
churches are willing to play a tol- 
érant and dynamic role at the 
coming peace conference!

Got on at Buckhead 


It is Thursday afternoon as I write, so when 
I say I liked the bus this morning you will 
know it was the bus of that morning of which 
I write. 7 

According to my custom, I got on the bus at Buckhead. 

This morning there was a rather large number waiting to get 
on. They had come in from on one or two of the suburban buses 
from Roswell, Sandy Springs and places along the road. Most of 
them were middle-aged women. 

They knew one another and they visited. 

The talk was all about me, 

“How is your canning coming ne Martha? ... 30 
black-eyed peas! ... That's fine. ... My tomatoes canned-up real 
pretty ... for a while I thought they wouldn’t make much but 
the rain came in time. ... The watermelons aren’t so good this 
year but the rind is good for pickles, as good as I’ve seen... . 
I’ve still got stuff left from last year but I’m putting up as much 
as ever. ... Have the heard anything about their boy’s 
being killed? ... Yes, they sure are broke up. ... I heard the 

boy is missing. ... People have a lot to bear in a war.... 
I heard from .Jim and he hopes to bé home soon. ... Yes, been 
gone 27 months. ...I guess he has seen alot... .” 


So the talk ran on for a good distance until the persons picked 
up at the city stops began to fill up the bus. They stopped then, 
sitting silent except for an occasional low-spoken word between 
two seated together. 

I sat there looking at their good faces, innocent of any hint of 
make-up, tanned by the sun, familiar with the heat of a cook stove; 
hands that have known putting wood on the fire, lifting, carrying, 
perhaps working in the field if such is needed; hands that have 
tended children from a few days after birth until they are grown, 
with no maid or nurse to help. 


THE REST OF US They, with their detachment and interests 

foreign to the bus, were going “to town” 
for shopping. Where the rest of us were from or going, no one 
could say. 

But one thing was very, very clear. 

Life and work have become so sharply divided that one may, 
because of that fact, put a finger on that fact and say, “This is one 
of the things wrong with our civilizatign in 1944. It is something 
that has been wrong for a good many years.” 

It is something that goes all the way up to congress, which 
struggles to interpret and know public opinion and public needs. 

It is one of the reasons why those who seek to drive a wedge 
between labor and the people generally; between the farmer and 
urban people, between the farmer and labor, aré able to have some 
success. 

Every man, going to an office, thinks of law and of government 
as it relates to him and that office. He would, if he could, shape 


uarts of 


the course and policy of congress to suit that office and its asso- 


ciates. 

He goes to and from that office, except for a vacation each year. 
His friends are those who think as he does, who are associated 
with him in business or in similiar lines. 

It. is not exactly his fault. So sharply have the lines been 
drawn that he cannot know the small towns, the farmers’ meetings, 
the feel of a. man with cotton or tobacco or peanuts out of his 
fields, to be harvested and sold. ° 

To too many persons the farmer has ceased to register in their 
minds ts anything but a group which seeks a strange thing called 
parity; which worries about ceiling prices. The farm woman. on 
the bus, the man driving a tractor, the men in the blue shirts that 
had been worr and washed until they are a faded, whitish blue, 
they do not enter the mind of enough persons. We have forgot the 
very important fact that people are people. 

All over America there is evidence we no longer know how the 


other person lives, we don’t much care, 

UNREASONED This is part of the thinking and reasoning 
behind the unreasoned insistence on high 

tariffs—“let me get mine... let me keep my industry going... 

I don’t care what happens to anyone else, .. .” 

And so, the state of Connecticut, for instance, can add enough 
value to its products in tariff protection alone, wholly above the 
normal profit, to total more than the total income of five southern 
states. Just the protection value. 


We see violent opposition to the CIO’s Political Action Com- 
mittee as if it were something new. Without arguing for or against 
it, one still may say with complete honesty that it is no worse than 
many other pressure groups long in the field. And in failing to 

ve any other impression but that it seeks only to look out for 
its own, it has shown not much more intelligence than other pres- 
sure groups in politics. 

For a long time the sharply defined lines of divisions in labor 
and work have been growing wider and wider apart. 

It works only for harm and in the end we will all get hurt by 
it, no matter what our field or station. 

The trend could be stopped, and in a few years, I think. 

But there are ‘ho signs yet that it will be.

‘Father Damien’ Name 


On Red Cross Plane 


An American Red Cross plane, carrying 
wounded men from Pacific battle fronts to hospi- 
tal, is named after Father Damien. The plane 
was paid for by gifts collected in four Catholic

high schools in Honolulu. 
Most of us, presumably, know the story of Father Damien, the 
Belgian priest who gave his life to the service of the lepers of the 


Hawaiian Islands. Never was mercy vessel more appropriately 
named than this “Father Damien” plane. 

Father Damien was born in 1840 in the Belgian village of 
Tremeloo. 

His father, a Fleming farmer, expected one of his sons to become 
a priest. It was customary, among the large families, for one boy 
at least to take orders., 

Damien de Veuster, from Tremeloo, left his native village to 
become a member of the Picpus missions and, at the age of 23, sailed 
for the Sandwich or Hawaiian Islands. It took him five months to 
reach his destination. He was there ordained a priest and started 
to preach his faith to the native Kanaka. 


WH MAN’ E The white man first carried the 
siap ~olesttodnsoeac a dread plague of leprosy to the Ha- 


walian Islands. They knew little, in those days, of treatment for 
the disease and the only solution the local authorities could con- 
ceive was to exile all lepers to Molokai island. The human wrecks 
were left entirely atone, to live as best they could, to care for 
themselves. | 

The result was an inferno of suffering, of drunkenness and of 
wild debauchery in an atmosphere of putrefaction and death. 

The bishop of the islands asked for a volunteer among his priests 
to go to Molokai and tend to the lepers, to go and stay there for 
the rest of his life—for none who set foot on Molokai could ever 
leave. Four young priests volunteered and Damien was chosen. 


THE SENSIBLE THING Writing of his first night on Molokai, 
Father Damien said he “lit a pipe, 
leaned against a tree trunk, thinking... .” 

Around him were the horrible, grimacing shadows of 800 de- 
bauched moribunds, men and women breathing, yet dead. 

Father Damien did the sensible thing. He first sought to im- 
prove living conditions on the island. He built a water supply 
system. He helped to build 300 houses. He planted gardens. He 
protected the wretched people, all waiting for death within two 
or three years at most, from themselves. 

He became their doctor, there was no other. There was no 
carpenter, he made the coffins. He was the grave digger, the 
dietitian, the mason and the judge. He built a church and a hos- 
pital. He was the confidant and confessor for all the lepers. 
Finally he contracted the disease and became, truly, one of them. 

It was while saying Mass he discovered the symptoms of the 
malady on his skin. When he turned to address the congregation, 
instead of his usual “My brethren . , .” he said, “We, lepers... .” 
And they all knew what he meant. 

He was 45 when the disease attacked him. He declared .then, 
“T would not have my health restored to me at the price of my 
having to leave the island and abandon my work here.” He died, 
four years later. 


WORLD ACCLAIM After his death the whole world voiced 


highest praise for this man who had, lit- 
erally, given his life for the very least of his fellow men, 

In 1936 the -remains of Father Damien were carried back to 
his native Belgium. They traveled on an American warship from 
Hawaii to San Francisco. From there they were carried on the 
training ship of the Belgian navy, the three-masted barkentine 
“Mercator.” The casket was carried ashore at Antwerp. 

And the young, eager but unknown brother who had left his 
convent in Louvain so many years before, was met at the quay by 
King Albert and Cardinal Mercier, waiting to pay tribute to this 
man who so quietly, so bravely, not only died for the friendless, 
but iived under the most horrible of imaginable conditions that life 
might be made the easier for them. 

The world has known no greater story of human courage and 
heroism than the story of Father Damien. ? 

It is a story that, for its own sake, the world must never forget. 

It is good that a plane of mercy shall, as it. wings across the 
Pacific skies—the same skies that Father Damien watched from his 
exile on Molokai—bear his name. :

Poor Propaganda 


NEW YORK.—A visit to the 
scréén show “President Wilson” 
allays any thought that this might 
be politically unhygienic enter- 
tainment for the American fight- 
ing people, even though it is a 
propaganda picture, heroizing a 
man who had at least a fair share 
of faults and arguing that the re- 
sistance of the historic little group 
of willful men in the senate was, 
in the end, responsible for the 
present world war. 


Without the benefit of counter- 
propaganda or argument, the 
young men and women of the 
American forces in this war might 
be persuaded that Wilson was a 
god and thgt none of the fault 
was his. However, the whdle 
thing is very provocative so I 


think the result will be a reopen- 
ing of the debate among those 
who see it. And there are, for- 
tunately, still many Americans 
around, even in the fighting serv- 
ices, who remember that Wilson, 
himself, was no less willful than 
Henry Cabot Lodge and that, the 
conduct of the whole American 
people after 1920, showed that 
they were fed up on Europe and 
didn’t want to commit themselves 
to intervention in Europe's inter- 
minable wars, as the phrase went 
in those days. 


Bossy 


For the benefit of those who 
came into the world too late for 
personal observation of the issues 
and personalities, it will be recall- 
ed that Wilson was a very bossy 
and patronizing President, where- 
in he seems to have served as a 
model for the next man elected 
on the same ticket. He had a 
way of low-rating congress and go- 
ing over their heads to appeal to 
the people who then turned him 
down on two important occasions. 
His conduct in Europe revealed 
an appetite for personal honors 
and homage which, likewise, is 
reflected in Mr. R., and each had 
a mysterious personal stool pigeon 
whose unaccountable importance 
created ill-feeling and some dis- 
trust, 


The tendency of this film is to 
suggest that Roosevelt is the heir 
to Wilson’s wisdom and his woes 
and that, therefore, the troops 
ought to vote for him and a league 
of some kind to enforce peace. It 
may be questionable pool to issue 
a propaganda film on this theme 
during the current campaign and 
it should be noted again, for fu- 
ture reference, that in going in for 
propaganda the moving picture 
industry so far has conspicuously 
refrained from presenting any 
work dealing forcefully with any 
of the notorious evils of the New 
Deal. Under a Republican admin- 


tration it might be moved to pay 


some attention to such phases of 
our recent history, including the 
elevation to the supreme court of 
two men who have flagrantly con- 
doned violent insurrection.

You present Wilson as 
he is shown here and you instant- 
ly arouse reminiscenses showing 
that he was so self-willed and mu- 


lish, in fact, so selfish, that he]. 


estranged himself from almost all 
his friends and even treated the 
faithful Joe Tumulty 60 badly 
that public sympathy went out to 
Joe. You insinuate that money- 
hungry men tried to drive him 
into the war prematurely and you 
draw attention to the presence in 
his cabinet of old William Jen- 
nings Bryan who was always run- 
ning off from the State Depart- 
ment to pick up $500 or $1,000 for 
a lecture and who, in the end, be- 
came so greedy that, in the Flori- 
da boom, he actually exploited the 
people’s trust in him to rally 
suckers for a real estate promo 
tion by preaching religion to them 
and then leading them out to the 
scene of the development. The 
man who paid him his hire in 
those days revealed later that 
Bryan always demanded his mon- 
ey before he would go on with his 
act and, toward the end, when the 
company seemed shaky, demand- 
ed it in currency. ° 


There have been parallels of 
this exploitation of high office and 
public faith in the present govern- 
ment which will be brought to 
mind instinctively as the film un- 
reels.

Records Prove the Fallibility 
Of Professional Election Bettor 


WASHINGTON.—Shortly after the recent Demiocratic national 
convention it was widely reported that a betting commissioner in 
St. Louis was offering odds of three to one on President Roose 
velt, and some newspaper commentators added the statement that 
the professional gamblers never had been wrong in guessing a 
national election. 

Later it was chronicled from the same St. Louis source that a 
flood of “Dewey money” had squeezed the odds in favor of Roose- 
velt down to five to two. 

Editorial Research, a fact-finding organization highly rated for 
its accuracy and freedom from bias, has looked into the history of 
betting on American elections, with some interesting results. 

First of all, it sharply disputes the reputed infallibility of the 
professional gamblers. Instead of being “never wrong,” it says, 
the professionals fell down badly, in the midsummer betting 
on the three closest presidential elections in recent years—1888, 
1896, and 1916. 

In these years the August odds favored, respectively, Grover 
Cleveland, William J. Bryan and Charles E. Hughes, whereas Bénja- 
_— Harrison, William McKinley and Woodrow Wilson were the 
victors. 

In 1916 Wall Street betting still was reported as 20 to 17 in 
favor of Hughes on the eve of election. . 

In 1888 the odds at the last were evén, the big-shot gamblers, 
as the newspapers of the time reported, deciding that s 
chances had been injured by the so-called Sackville-West incident. 
The British ambassador of that hyphenated name, enticed Re- 
publicans, it was said, had expressed his opinion that the 
cratic party was more favorably disposed toward Great Britain 
than the Republican party. 

In that election Cleveland led in the popular vote (5,540,050 to 
5,444,337) but Harrison had a large majority in the electoral col- 
lege (233 to 168). Just how close the contest really was is indi- 
cated in the fact that Cleveland lost New York’s big bloc of elec- 
tors by a margin of less than 15,000 (635,965. to 650,338).

reached into the bag of supposedly sure-shot Republican states and 
carried off Ohio, Kansas, Minnesota and California. Even so the 
electoral vote was very close, 277 for Wilson to 254 for Hughes. 

Before the days of systematic polling of voters, betting odds 
assumed great prominence in presidential elections—so much so 
that two states, New York and Florida, passed laws making any 
citizen who placed an election wager subject to disbarment from 
voting. In New York bettors on elections still are classed with 
vote-buyers and convicted felons; in Florida with duelists. 

James W. Gerard, former ambassador to Germany, discovered 
the New York law in 1936 when he announced that he had bet 
$20,000 on the re-election of Roosevelt at odds of two to one. 

Threatened with prosecution, Gerard hastily negotiated a with- 
drawal of his wager. It was announced that he had been com- 
pelled to pay $3,400 to buy the opposition bettor off. 


POLLS According to Editorial Research, the big money bettors in 
Wall Street really started the business of advance poll- 
ing, which now has been taken over by such huge and far-reaching 
organizations as Dr. George Gallup’s Institute of Public Opinion. 
One of the earliest and most successful newspaper straw votes 
was oe the cro — ae yp aeenectn oy oo F. and 
Harry Wolfe. ere a story, perhaps a but widely 
believed in Ohio, that the Wolfe brothers started this poll for betting 
purposes and that they won heavily from the advance information 
thus provided. 

Laws against election betting were brought about principally 
by the charge that wealthy partisans put out their money in this 
fashion to create a “bandwagon” psychology in favor of candidates 
of their choice. More recently, similar complaint has been heard 
against public opinion polls, coupled with proposals of legislation 
to abolish or regulate them. 

Laws did not succeed in stopping election betting and attempted 
legal regulation of public opinion polls is likely to prove just as 
unsuccessful. 

A bettor is most effectively curbed by taking his shirt and the 
same applies to straw vote takers, as merge yy what happened 
to the magazine Literary Digest, when it miscal widely the 1936 
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presidential election.

Four New England States for FDR, Two for Dewey

PRINCETON, N. J.— Franklin 


D. Roosevelt is leading today by 
a slight margin in four of the 
six New England states —Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts — 
while Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
leads in the remaining two states, 
Maine and Vermont. 

That is the present indication 
from balloting conducted in the 
New England area by the insti- 


| In the early nineteen thirties 
Maine and Vermont were the two 
most Republican states in the 
union, They were‘ the only two 
carried by Alfred M. Landon in 
1936. But today, while the Re- 
ublicans still lead in Maine and 
ermont, the Republican percent- 
age’ is lower there than in certain 
midwest states.

The above figures make one 
thing very clear: in most of New 
England the presidential race is 
extremely close. It would take 
only a small shift of sentiment to 
ush New Hampshire, Rhode Is- 
and, Connecticut or even Massa- 
chusetts into the Republican col- 
umn, 


However, the defection from 
Roosevelt since the 1940 election 
has been less pronounced in New 
England than in other areas, 
notably the middle west and: far 
west. Whereas states like Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Kansas, Nebras- 
ka, Wyoming and Idaho show a 
shift of from 7 to 10 percentage 
points away from Roosevelt since 
1940, the maximum drop in New 
England to date has been only 6 
points—in Rhode Island. In Maine, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts 
and Connecticut the shift has been 
from 1 to 3 points only, while in 
Vermont the President is 1 point 
stronger today than in 1940. 


The explanation is undoubtedly 
to be found in the popularity of 
the President’s foreign policy. The 
New England states as a whole 
have consistently been more in- 
ternationally minded than other 
areas.

The Colonel Has a Simple Philosophy of War 


ON THE WESTERN FRONT.—(By Wireless)—The commander of the particular regi- 
ment of the Fourth Infantry Division that we have been with is one of my favorites. That’s 
partly because he flatters me by calling me “General,” partly because just looking at him 
makes me chuckle to myself, and partly because I think he’s a very fine soldier. 


Security forbids my giving his name. 


He is a regular Army colonel and he was over- 


seas in the last war. His division commander says the only trouble with him is that he’s 
too bold, and if he isn’t careful he’s liable to get clipped one of these days. 


He is rather unusual looking. 
There is something almost Mon- 
golian about his face. When 
cleaned up he could be a Cossack. 


be a movie gangster. But either 
way, his eyes always twinkle. 


He has a facility for direct 
thought that is unusual. He is 
impatient of thinking that gets off 
onto byways. 


He has a little habit of good- 
naturedly reprimanding people by 
cocking his head to one side, get- 
ting his face below yours and 
saying something sharp, and then 
looking up at you with a quizzical 
smirk like a laughing cat. 


One day I heard him ask a 
battalion commander what his 
position was. The battalion com- 
mander started going into details 
of why his troops hadn’t got as far 
as he had hoped. The colonel 
cocked his head over, squinted up 
at the battalion commander, and 
said: 

“I didn’t ask you that. I asked 
you where you were.” 


The colonel goes constantly 
from one battalion to another 
during battle, from early light till 
darkness. He wears a new-type 
field jacket that fits him like a 
sack, and he carries a long stick 
that Teddy Roosevelt gave him. 
He keeps constantly prodding his 
commanders to push hard, not to 
let up, to keep driving and driving.

His name is Charles J. Murphy 
and his home is at (225 East State 
street) Trenton, N. J. Murph is 
readheaded, but has his head near- 
ly shaved like practically all the 
western front soldiers—officers as 
well as men. Murph is funny, but 
he seldom smiles. 

When I asked him what he did 
in civilian life, he thought a mo- 
ment and then said: “Well, I was 
a shyster.

$50 a week salary and $1,500 on 
the side.”

4TH, 6TH DIVISION 


The Fourth and Sixth Armored 
Divisions and the Eighth Motor- 
ized Division were disclosed yes- 
terday to be fighting in France.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday.—lI think all of 
us rejoice that the senate has rescinded a very 
unfortunately worded provision of the Service- 
men’s Voting Act. The provision, instead of 
giving soldiers who may have an opportnuity 
to vote a chance for impartial information, re- 
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sulted in keeping all but certain specified papers 
and materials from them. 


“ The provision was very carefully worded, so I do not think Sen- 
stor Taft’s statement that the War Department and the morale 
division of the Army can be blamed for their interpretation is 
entirely fair, especially considering the penalty attached to any 


violation. 


The motive behind the original action of Senator Taft 


and the congress was, of course, an entirely correct one. No voters 
should be so restricted that they do not get all possible informa- 
tion before exercising their franchise, and the information cer- 


fainly should be impartial. 


There are two things which are especially interesting in Senator 


Taft's statement. 


“The War Department,” one part of it reads, 


“has been so unreasonable that many persons have suggested to 


me that the course pursued by the War 


ent and its morale 


division is deliberately intended to discredit congress in order to 


affect the election.” 


I had thought that Secretary Stimson’s long 


service to the nation would establish the certainty in everyone’s 
mind that the War Department, under him, would do nothing which 
was not strictly ethical and impartial. 


The next paragraph is even more interesting. 
about the War Department’s impartiality is not new. 


“This doubt 
Its repre- 


sentatives co-operated 100 per cent with the extreme New Dealers 
and the CIO Political Action Committee in support of a clearly 
unconstitutional federal ballot carrying no names except the can- 


didate for President.” 


That ballot, of course, was only to be used, as I understand it, 


when state ballots were not available. 


Therefore, if you cannot 


vote on a state ballot, it is apparently preferable that you should 
not vote at all, even though it would seem that it might be fairly 
important to the people of this nation to have as many as possible 
vote on who shall head the nation during the next critical years. 

I have no way of knowing what the nation wants, and I have 
mo desire whatsoever except that the nation shall have as com- 


plete an opportunity as possible for expressing its desires. 


I am 


happy that the senate has had the sense of humor as well as the 
wisdom to change a situation which must have given @ chuckle to 
many people in this country, and in other countries as well.

Smoking May 
Cause Disease 
If Overdone 


By Dr. William Brady. 


Someone signing “Postcard Jen- 
nie” asks whether Buerger’s dis- 
ease ends in gangrene, says a 
friend has it and she suffers much 
pain, burning and numbness in 
both feet, and asks whether I can 


explain about Buerger’s disease. 


I talked about it here recently 
and had a series of articles about 
it here a few months ago. There 
is a chapter about it in booklet 
CVD—for copy send 10 cents and 
a stamped envelope. bearing your 
address. 


Postal cards seldom get to my 
desk, but “Postcard Jennie” got 
through for one good reason—she 
refers to a woman with Buerger’s 
disease, 


Now the medical name for Buer- 
ger’s disease is, I regret to say, 
thrombo-angiitis obliterans. How- 
ever, we’re not inclined to be un- 
reasonable about such matters in 
the profession, as witness the re- 
cent dropping of one of the i’s 
from angiitis, a concession which, 
I think, shows that medicine is a 
liberal art. 


In a talk to women about smok- 
ing I said here “if a lady cares to 
chew she is just as well justified 
in taking a chew as a gentleman 
is, if a gentleman ever does—to- 
bacco does no more harm to a 
woman than it does to a man. But 
there is no argument about the 
injurious effects. of tobacco in 
youth”——and youth, as I see it, is 
the growing, developing period of 
life from the age of 10 years to 
the age of 25 years. I warned 
young women smokers to look to 
their legs. I predicted that, al- 
though the great majority of per- 
sons with Buerger’s disease were 
males who smoked cigarets exces- 
sively, we would probably find a 
good many women afflicted with 
thrombo-angitis obliterans in the 
next. decade or two, now that 
girls were carrying the thing to 
such extrémes. Mind you, I do 
not mean to imply that smoking is 
the only cause of Buerger’s dis- 
ease, for there are authentic cases 
on record of Buerger’s disease pro- 
gressing to gangrene and amputa- 
tion of foot or leg, in persons who 
have never smoked. But I do be- 
lieve excessive indulgence, espe- 
cially in youth, is the chief factor 
in the causation of the disease in 
most cases, 

I tell what I can of the treat: 
ment of Buerger’s disease in the 
CVD booklet mentioned above.

Pullman Sleeping Car Facilities 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(?) 
A spokesman for the Association 
of American Railroads said today 
that the carriers may assume »%per- 


stion of the Pullman Company’s 


sleeping car facilities in effectu- 
ating the Philadelphia ‘federal 
court order requiring the company 
to dispose either of its manufac- 
turing business or its operating 
business. 

R. V. Fletcher, vice president, 
said that the Pullman Company 
would inform the court October 5 
that it would retain its manufac- 
ee business. 


Quastioned by Chairman Kil- 
gore, Democrat, W. Va., Fletcher 
said there were these possibilities: 

1. Each railroad might buy a 
share of the Pullman Company’s 


supply of sleeping cars, dividing 
the supply. 

‘2. The railroads might pool the 
cars under the association and 
shift the cars among railroads on 
a rental basis as freight cars are 
shifted. 

3. The railroads might organize 
9 subsidiary such as the Railroad 
Express Agency.

The Van Nuys: Bailey bill would 
exempt .insurance from interstate 
commerce regulation. 

The supreme court has set Sep- 
tember 1 as the deadline for re- 
questing rehearing in the case of 
the United States vs. Southeastern 
Underwriters Association, in which 
the court held that insurance is 
commerce.

The Beards decided to make 
this book available to the public 
at almost no profit to themselves 
because they felt that thousands 
of mature Americans should know 
those ideas and events—religious, 
political, economic, military, and 
intellectual—which are basic to 
an understanding of the American 
way. Such a knowledge is especial- 
ly important at this time. They 
emphasize that their book is no 
ordinary chronology of events, but 
rather an effort to interpret, cor- 
relate, and assess the major hapen- 
ings of three centuries of Ameri- 
can life.
